According to the o rde r of the R a il­ 
road Commission made public F riday 
all oil headlights used upon freight 
and passenger engines, 
must be re­ 
placed with 1500-candle power lamps. 
No oil lamp h a s y et been devised, so 
far as the commission knows, 
that 
will give the required candle power 
and it is supposed that either electric 
o r acety lene 
lig h ts|w ill 
be adopted. 
The commission has 
expressed no 
choice between these two. 
The order 
was issued 
after several months of 
experimenting and after several long 
conferences with 
r a ilr o a d officials. 
The o rde r does not apply to switch- 
engines in the ra ilro a d y ards. 
The recent general assembly , by an 
act approved 
March 6, directed the 
r a ilr o a d commission to inquire into 
the efficiency of the locomotive head­ 
lights in the state, and empowered the 
body to make any orde r deemed a d­ 
visable when the inquiry is completed 
at the conferences. 
The 
enginemen 
were almost unanimously in fa vo r of 
the oil lights, 
and even some of them 
favored no lights at all except the sig­ 
nal lights. 
They declared th at illu­ 
m ination of a track does not serve to 
reduce the da n g e r of collision o r de­ 
railm ent from obstructions, 
although 
a stro n g light would, they admitted, 
serve better as a warning 
to pedes­ 
tria n s 
and travelers 
on highway s 
where grade crossings exist. 
There were found some four thous­ 
and locomotive headlights in the state, 
all of them oil except about one hun ­ 
dred, which were electric o r g as ( acety - 


j line). The question before the commis­ 
sion, 
according to the opinion, was 
; purely OQe of whether or not more il- 


I lumination was needed to protect the 
; lives and property of the citizens of 
the state. 
The oil headlight was found 
sufficient to light the track for from 
three hundred to four hundred feet in 
advance of the 
engine, 
while the 
j stro n g er light adopted 
will light the 
trac k for from fourteen hundred to 
two ttmusaod feet. 
In contravention to the evidence of 
a very large percentage of enginemen 
who testified ag a in st the efficiency of 
the high power lights, a num ber of 
enginemen who have worked

electric headlights for y ears, testified 
th at such lights were much preferable 
to the oil lamp,

P ro f J. A. Linke, Superintendent 
of the S ey m our Schools, is in receipt 
of a letter from L. D. Gregg, 
who is 
now located in the Philippines. 
Mr. 
G regg was formerly a teacher in the 
public schools at Columbus and is 
known here. 
He writes “ I am on the Island of 
N e gros which is composed of two 
Provinces, Occidental 
and Oriental 
N e gros. 
Occidental N egros is c o n ­ 
sidered one of the best provinces in 
the Islands, and is on the west coast, 
makes it quite n e a r to Ilailo, the sec­ 
ond largest town in the Islands. 
“ K a b a us a la n is a fairly good town 
and the central school here h as an en­ 
rollm ent of ab o ut 300 pupils. 
I have 
six teachers under me, and one of them 
is considered the best in the Province. 
They are all native teachers of course. 
I like my work and am m ighty glad 
I fell into a place like this where I 
could have charge of a central school. 
The school sy stem 
here is 
ra th e r 
simple but I also think very good. 
The Islands a re divide d into P rovinces 
and each P rovince is divided into 
districts which are in turn divided into 
b a r r i a s with a common 
center where 
the central school is located. 
“ The b a r r i a s are in charge of native 
teachers. 
The central schools have 
all grades up to 
and including the 
seventh. 
“ Then ea ch.P rovinc ehas a capital at 
which is located 
what is called 
a 
S econdary School 
as well as all 
grades below. 
The S econdary School 
gives a four y ears course, which co r­ 
responds nearly to a high school back 
home. 
In the capital town is located 
the Division Superintendent and he is 
authority in the whole Province. 
“ The climate is delightful here ex ­ 
cept when it rains, so much, 
and th at 
do n ’t bother 
me as I 
am 
n ear the 
school house. The tem perature ranges 
from 76 to 88 degrees and 
never gets 
as hot as it was when I left h o m e.”

th a t the dange rs from the use of the 
high power lamps were greatly 
o ver­ 
estimated by the enginemen who a dvo ­ 
cated the retention of the oil lamp, 
and cited instances of a num ber of the 
most successfully 
m anaged ro a ds in 
the country which have adopted the 
stronger light and have continued its 
use, in most instances without fatal 
or serious accidents. 
The lamps which will be required by 
the commission will cost from $125 to 
$150 each. 
It will be urged th a t they 
be equipped with appliance to reduce 
the strength of the light when£ desired 
by the enginemen. 
W hile some of the ra ilr o a ds of In ­ 
dia n a now use b rillia nt headlights 
upon their engines, none of the steam 
ro a ds into this city have adopted them. 
The 
interurban com panies use| 
electric headlight and find them an 
improvement o ver the old oil lights. 
The ra ilro a d commission has ruled 
that one-third of the lamps mustfgo by 
July 1, another third 
by tho first of 
next J a n ua r y , and the rem ainder by 
July 1, 19 11.

Following is Presid ent Taft's special 
message to congress d ealing with in­ 
terstate commerce and anti-tru st laws: 
In the annu al report of the interstate 
commerce commission for the y ear 
19 08 attention is^alled to the fact that 
between Ju ly 1, 19 08 , and the close of 
that y ear six teen su its had been begu n 
to set asid e ord ers of the commission 
(besid es one commenced before that 
d ate), and that few ord ers of mu ch 
consequ ence had been permitted to go 
withou t protest; 
that the qu estions 
presented by these v ariou s su its were 
fu nd amental, as the constitu tionality 
of the act itself was in issu e, and the 
right of congress to d elegate to any 
tribu nal au thority to establish an in­ 
terstate rate was d enied ; bu t that per­ 
haps the most seriou s practical qu es­ 
tion raised concerned the ex tent of the 
right of the cou rts to rev iew the ord ers 
of the commission; and it was pointed 
ou t that if the contention of the car­ 
riers in this latter respect alone were 
su stained , bu t little progress had been 
mad e in the Hepbu rn act toward the 
effectiv e regu lation of interstate trans­ 
portation charges. 
In twelv e of the 
cases referred to, it was stated , pre­ 
liminary inju nctions were pray ed for, 
being granted in six and refu sed in six . 
“It has from the first been well u n­ 
d erstood ,” say s the commission, ‘‘that 
the su ccess of the present act as a 
regu lating measu re d epend ed largely 
u pon the facility with which tempora­ 
ry inju nctions cou ld be obtained . 
If 
a railroad company , by mere allega­ 
tion in its bill of complaint, su pported 
by ex parte affid av its, can ov ertu rn 
the resu lt of d ay s of patient inv estiga­ 
tion, no v ery satisfactory resu lt can be 
ex pected . 
The railroad loses nothing 
by these proceed ings, since if they fail 
it can only be requ ired to establish the 
rate and to pay to shippers the d iffer­ 
ence between the higher rate collected 
and the rate which is finally held to be 
reasonable. 
In point of fact it u su ally 1

Und er the ex isting law', the inter­ 
state commerce commission itself in­ 
itiates and d efend s litigation in the 
cou rts for the enforcement, or in the 
d efense, of its ord ers and d ecrees, and 
for this pu rpose it employ s attorney s 
who, while su bject to the control of 
the attorney general, act u pon the in­ 
itiativ e and u nd er the instru ctions of

An ti-T ru st Fed eral In co rp o ratio n . 


There has been a marked tend ency 
In bu siness in this cou ntry for forty 
y ears last past toward combination of 
capital and plant in manu factu re, sale 
and 
transportation. 
The 
mov ing 
cau ses hav e been sev eral: 
First, it 
has rend ered possible great economy ; 
second , by a u nion of former competi­ 
tors it has red u ced the probability of 
ex cessiv e competition; and , third , if 
the combination has been ex tensiv e 
enou gh, and certain method s in the 
treatment of competitors and cu stom­ 
ers hav e been ad opted , the combiners 
hav e secu red a monopoly and complete 
control of prices or rates. 
The in­ 
crease in the capital of a bu siness for 
the pu rpose of red u cing the cost of 
prod u ction and effecting economy in 
the management has become as essen­ 
tial in mod ern progress as the change 
from the hand tool to the machine. 
When, therefore, we come to constru e 
the object of congress in ad opting the 
so-called "Sherman Anti-Tru st Act” in 
18 9 0, whereby in the first section ev ery 
su ch action, ev en when one ex isting contract, combination in the form of a 
reasonable and satisfactory rou te al­ 
read y ex ists, if it be possible to estab­ 
lish ad d itional rou tes. 
This seems to 
me to be a reasonable prov ision. 
I 
know' of no reason why a shipper 
shou ld not hav e the right to elect be­ 
tween two or more established throu gh 
rou tes to which the initial carrier may 
be a party , and to requ ire his ship­ 
ment to be transported to d estination 
ov er su ch of su ch rou tes as he may 
d esignate for that pu rpose, su bject, 


tru st or otherwise, or conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate or foreign trad e 
or commerce, is cond emned as u nlaw­ 
fu l and mad e su bject to ind ictment and 
restraint by inju nction; and whereby 
in the second section ev ery monopoly 
or attempt to monopolize, and ev ery 
combination or conspiracy with other 
persons to monopolize any part of in­ 
terstate trad e or commerce, is d e­ 
nou nced as illegal and mad e su bject 
to similar pu nishment or restraint, we 


cases inv olv ing a constru ction of the 
anti tru st statu te and its application 
u ntil now they seem to embrace ev ery 
phase of that law w’hich can be prac­ 
tically presented to the American pu b­ 
lic and to the gov ernment for action. 
They show that the anti-tru st act has 
a wid e scope and applies to many 
combinations in actu al operation, ren­ 
d ering them u nlawfu l and su bject to 
Ind ictment and restraint. 
The su preme cou rt in sev eral of Its 
d ecisions has d eclined to read into the 
statu te the word “u nreasonable” be­ 
fore “restraint of trad e,” on the grou nd 
that the statu te applies to all re­ 
straints and d oes not intend to leav e 
to the cou rt the d iscretion to d eter­ 
mine what is a reasonable restraint of 
trad e. 
The ex pression ‘‘restraint of 
trad e” comes from the common law. 
and at common law there were certain 
cov enants incid ental to the carry ing 
ou t of a main or principal contract 
which were said to be cov enants in 
partial restraint of trad e, and were 
held to be enforcible becau se “reason­ 
ably ” ad apted to the performance of 
the main or principal contract. 
And 
u nd er the general langu age u sed by 
the su preme cou rt in sev eral cases, it 
wou ld seem that ev en su ch incid ental 
cov enants in restraint of interstate 
trad e were within the inhibition of the 
statu te and m u st be cond emned . 
In 
ord er to av oid su ch a resu lt, I hav e 
thou ght and said that it might be well 
to amend the statu te so as to ex clu d e 
su ch cov enants from its cond emnation. 
A close ex amination of the later d eci­ 
sions of the cou rt, howev er, shows 
qu ite clearly in cases presenting the 
ex act qu estion, that su ch incid ental 
restraints of trad e are held not to be 
within the law and are ex clu d ed by 
the general statem ent that, to be with­ 
in the statu te, the effect u pon the 


id ea that su ch a d istinction is practica­ 
ble or can be introd u ced into the stat­ 
u te. Certainly u nd er the present anti­ 
tru st law no su ch d istinction ex ists. 
It has been proposed , howev er, that 
the word “reasonable” shou ld be mad e 
a part of the statu te, and then that 
it shou ld be left to the cou rt to say 
what is a reasonable restraint of trad e, 
what is a reasonable su ppression of 
competition, what is a reasonable 
mo ­ 
nopoly . I v entu re to think that this is 
to pu t Into the hand s of the cou rt a 
power impossible to ex ercise on a ny 
consistent principle which will insu re 
the u niformity of d ecision essential to 
ju st ju d gment. It is to thru st u pon the 
cou rts a bu rd en that they hav e no 
preced ents to enable them to carry , 
and to giv e them a power approaching 
the arbitrary , 
the abu se of which 
might inv olv e ou r whole ju d icial sy s­ 
tem in d isaster. 
In consid ering v iolations of the anti­ 
tru st law we ou ght, of cou rse, not to 
forget that that law makes u nlawfu l 
method s of carry ing on bu siness which 
before its passage were regard ed as 
ev id ence of bu siness sagacity and su c­ 
cess, and that they were d enou nced 
in this act not bcau se of their intrinsic 
immorality , bu t becau se of the d an­ 
gerou s resu lts toward which they tend ­ 
ed , the concern tration of ind u strial 
power in the hand s of the few, lead ing 
to oppression and inju stice. 
In d eal­ 
ing, therefore, with many of the men 
who hav e 
u sed 
the 
method s 
con­ 
d emned by the statu te for the pu rpose 
of maintaining a profitable bu siness, 
we may well facilitate a change b y 
them in the method of d oing bu siness, 
and enable them to bring it back into 
the zone of lawfu lness withou t losing 
to the cou ntry the economy of man­ 
agement by which 
in ou r d omestic 
trad e the cost of prod u ction has been 
materially lessened and in competition

T h e Rig h t of Ap p eal. 
Of cou rse, ev ery carrier affected by 
an ord er of the commission has a con­ 
stitu tional right to appeal to a fed eral 
cou rt to protect it from the enforce­ 
ment of an ord er which it may show 
to be prima facie confiscatory or u n­ 
ju stly d iscriminatory in its effect; and 
as this application may be mad e to a 
cou rt# in any d istrict of the United 
States, not only d oes d elay resu lt in 
the enforcement of the ord er, bu t 
great u ncertainty is cau se 1 by con­ 
trariety of d ecision. 
The qu estions 
presented by these applicati na are too 
often technical in their character and 
requ ire a knowled ge of the bu siness 
and a mastery of a great v olu me of 
conflicting ev id ence which is ted iou 3 
to ex amine and trou blesome to com­ 
prehend . 
It wou ld not be proper to 
attempt to d epriv e any corporation of 
the right to the rev iew by a cou rt of 
any ord er or d ecree which, if u nd is­ 
tu rbed , wou ld rob It of a reasonable 
retu rn u pon its inv estment or wou ld 
su bject it to bu rd ens which wou ld u n­ 
ju stly d iscriminate against it and in 
fav or of other carriers similarly sit­ 
u ated . 
What is, howev er, of su preme 
Importance is that the d ecision of su ch 
qu estions shall be as speed y as the 
natu re of the circu mstances will ad mit, 
and that a u niformity of d ecision be 
secu red so as to bring abou t an effec­ 
tiv e, sy stematic and scientific enforce­ 
ment of the commerce law, rather than 
conflicting d ecisions and u ncertainty 
of final resu lt. 
For this pu rpose I recommend the 
establishment of a cou rt of the United 
States composed of fiv e ju d ges d esig­ 
nated for su ch pu rpose from among 
the circu it ju d ges of the United States, 
to be known as the “United States 
Cou rt of Commerce,” which cou rt shall 
be clothed with ex clu siv e original ju r­ 
isd iction ov er the following classes of 
cases: 
(1) All cases for the enforcement, 
otherwise than by ad ju d ication and 
collection of a forfeitu re or penalty , 
or by infliction of criminal pu nishment, 
of an ord er of the interstate commerce 
commission other than for the pay ­ 
ment of money . 
(2) All cases brou ght to enjoin, set

| the gov ernment shou ld be u nd er the 
! d irect control of the d epartment of 
| ju stice; and I therefore recommend 
that all proceed ings affecting ord ers 
i and d ecrees of the interstate com- 
| merce commission be brou ght by or 
against the United States eo nomine, 
and be placed in charge of an assistant 
attorney general acting u nd er the d i- 
I rection of the attorney general. 
The su bject of agreements between 
carriers with respect to rates has been 
often d iscu ssed in congress. 
In v iew' 
of the complete control ov er rate-mak­ 
ing and other practices of interstate 
carriers established by the acts of con­ 
gress and as 
recommend ed in this 
commu nication, I see no reason why 
agreements between carrier 
to the act, specify ing the 
tions of freight and the rates, fares 
and charges for transportation of pas­ 
sengers and freight which they may 
agree to establish, shou ld not be per­ 
mitted , prov id ed copies of su ch agree­ 
ments be promptly filed with the com­ 
mission. bu t su bject to all the prov i­ 
sions of the interstate commerce act. 
Mu ch complaint is mad e by shippers 
ov er the state of the lawr u nd er which 
they are held bou nd to know the legal 
rate applicable to any proposed ship­ 
ment, withou t, as a m atter of fact, hav ­ 
ing any certain means of actu ally as­ 
certaining su ch rate.

I, how­ 
ev er, recommend that the law shall be 
amend ed so as to prov id e that from 
and after the d ate of its passage no 
railroad company su bject to the inter­ 
state commerce act shall d irectly or 
ind irectly , acqu ire any interests of any 
kind in capital stock, or pu rchase or 
lease any railroad of any other cor- 


free operation of competition has a 
tend ency to restrain commerce and 
trad e. 
A mere incid ental restraint of 
trad e and competition is not within the 
inhibition of ttie act, bu t it is where 
the combination or conspiracy or con­ 
tract is inev itably and d irectly a su b­ 
stantial restiaint of competition, and 
so a restraint of trad e, that the statu te 
is v iolated . 
The second section of the act is a 
su pplement of the first. 
A d irect re­

trad e monopoly , cond emned in the sec­ 
ond section.

It is possible for the owners of a 
bu siness of manu factu ring and selling 
u sefu l articles of merchand ise so to 
cond u ct their bu siness as not to v io­ 
late the inhibitions of the anti-tru st 
law and y et to secu re to themselv es

Throu gh all ou r consid eration of this 
grav e qu estion, howev er, w'e mu st in­ 
sist that the su ppression of competi­ 
tion, the controlling of prices, and the 
monopoly or attempt to monopolize in 
interstate commerce and bu siness, are 
not only u nlawfu l, bu t contrary to the 
pu blic good , and that they mu st be re­ 
strained and pu nished u ntil end ed . 


A New L aw Reco mmen d ed . 
I therefore recommend the enact­ 
ment by congress of a general law 
prov id ing for the formation of corpor- , 
ations to engage in trad e and com­ 
merce among the states and with for­ 
eign nations, protecting them from u n­ 
d u e interference by the states and reg­ 
u lating their activ ities, so as to pre-

tition in a part of the cou ntry , inclu d - ; 
ing a d ozen states, and to many other ! 
combinations affecting interstate trad e.

effective than several little taps, and 
the learner is inclined to admire the 
man who drives a nail all tho way Tn 
with but one blow.

better than one. 
The reason is that 
one hard blow inevitably makes 
the 
nail rebound, ever so slightly, it 
is 
true, but enough to make it hold less 
firmly than it would if driven in grad 
ually. The nail may be driven almost 
all the way with one blow, but sev­ 
eral lighter taps are necessary to fin­ 
ish the job. 
“Another thing,’’ continued the old

The production of salt is one of the 
rapidly developing industries of R us­ 
sia. 
Salt lagoons and latfes are dis- 
t'.ib uted over most parts of the em pire 
and principally in the region of the 
Black and the Caspian Seas. 
In these 
lagoons during the dry and warm sea­ 
son the natural evaporation is so great 
that 
from 
the 
oversaturated 
b rine 
great q uantities of cry stals of salt are 
precipitated. 
These 
salt 
lagoons, 
m arshes or lakes give 
annually 
as 
much as 1,000,000 tons, although they 
have b een known to y ield 1.500.000 
tons when seasons have b een particu­ 
larly dry and warm. 
Such work is done principally in the 
provinces of T aurida, 
Kherson 
and 
A strakhan. The B asekunchak lake, lo­ 
cated within the last-named province, 
gives in favorab le seasons enormous 
q uantities, sometimes nearly 400,000 
tons. 
The b ottom of this lake con­ 
sists of thick lay ers of salt, and the 
visib le supply has b een computed at 
nearly 100,000,000 tons. 
A nother lake, the Elton, contains a 
larger reserve of solid salt along its 
b ottom m easuring forty sq uare miles. 
Beginning not far from the Sea of 
Azov, em b racing all the 
north 
and 
east of the Caspian sea and extend­ 
ing to the east and northeast of this 
is a vast territory , larger in area than 
France, in which every lake and stan d ­ 
ing pool of w ater is b rackish or salt 
and only running w ater is fresh. 
H undreds of these lakes could b e 
profitab ly worked for salt if req uired. 
Many of the lakes 
contain 
b esides 
common salt various other compounds 
imb edded in the b rine or Imb edded in 
the sedim ents of their b ottoms. These 
compounds are valuab le in hy dropathy .

mote from magnetic masses, tends to 
point due north and south, is not cor­ 
rect except for a few localities and 
certain times. 
T he actual 
n ature 
of the e a rth’s 
magnetic field m ust b e found b y ex­ 
tended experim ents which are b eing 
carried on b y many scientists, largely 
under the direction o f this and other 
governments. 
It is a field that offers 
great opportunities for scientific 
re­ 
search, particularly since the disco v­ 
ery o f the north pole.

“Losing American Citizens. 
The ex­ 
odus of American farm ers to Canada 
continues to b e a phenomenon of the 
first importance. 
More of them are 
crossing the b order this fall than ever 
b efore, and they are flocking thither 
from all parts of the country . 
F orm er­ 
ly it wTas the Middle West alone which 
thus lost the heart of its citizenship. 
Now all sections of the Union suffer 
alike. 
The regret which we cannot 
help 
feeling 
over the m igration of 
m any thousands of excellent citizens 
has an economic side which causes 
some 
concern. 
The 70,000 farm ers 
who will go to Canada to live this 
fall will take with them some $70,- 
000,000 in cash and effects. 
This is b y 
no means a negligib le sum, and makes 
a very appreciab le drain on our re­ 
sources. 
But, of course, the most se 
rious loss is the men themselves and 
their families, who have forsaken the 
land of the free and the home of the 
b rave to dwell under the rule of a 
monarch. 
“Why do they go? 
N aturally the 
cheap and fertile land of W estern Can­ 
ada attracts them. Each em igrant goes 
with a reasonab le expectation of b et­ 
tering his fortune. 
Indeed, in a few 
y ears he may grow rich through the 
ab undant crops he can raise and the 
increase of land values. 
But perhaps 
that is not the sole reason for the as­ 
tonishing migration. 
There is a com­ 
mon notion ab road that in Canada life 
and property are 
appreciab ly 
safer 
than they are here. 
Murders are not 
so freq uent, and are more speedily and 
surely 
punished. 
Mob s and the so 
called ‘unw ritten law’ are virtually un 
known in Canada. 
Again, the law is

; President Taft’s expected special mes­ 
sage on the subject of further legisla­ 
tion dealing with trusts and railroads 
was well received in congress. 
B y a 
: good many members it was regarded 
as being as radical as anything of the 
same character proposed by Mr. Roose- 
j velt, but the fact that the president’s 
i recommendations were known in ad­ 
vance took the edge off what might 
have been regarded as extremely far- 
| reaching. 
There is pretty general be- 
j lief in congress that while there is a 
good show for legislation amending the 
interstate commerce law along the 
lines recommended, his proposal of a 
law for the federal incorporation of in- 
1 terstate corporations is not likely to 
be acted on at the present session of 
congress. 
The longest step forward 
taken by the president is his recom­ 
mendation that congress enact a gen­ 
eral law providing “ for the formation 
of corporations to engage in trade and 
commerce among the states and with 
foreign nations, protecting them from 
undue interference by the states, and 
regulating their activities so as to pre­ 
vent the recurrence under national 
auspices of those abuses which have 
arisen under state control.” 
I 
He would have such a law provide 
that such corporations should issue 
stock only to an amount for which cash 
has been paid or if issued for property, 
; to have the federal government pass 
on its issue. 
He would require also 


i that such corporations shall file full 
! reports of their operations with the 
department of commerce and labor 
and prohibit them from acquiring and 
holding stock in other corporations ex­ 
cept for special occasions approved by 
the government. 
The first part of the 
president’s message is devoted to rec­ 
ommendations for amending the inter­ 
state commerce law. 
These recom- 
mendations and the arguments pre­ 
sented by the president are in accord 
with the ideas advanced by him in his 
Des Moines speech last September and 
the speech delivered by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Wickcrsham at Kansas City Nov. 
19. 
The only important recent change 
made as far as can be ascertained 
from a reading of the message applies 
to the proposal to forbid railroad com­ 
panies from acquiring additional stock 
in competing railroad companies which 
they control. 
As originally outlined 
railroad companies were either for-! 
bidden to acquire any additional stock 
whatever in compering companies con­ 
trolled by them or must possess 80 per 1 
cent of the stock of the competing 
company in order to acquire some or 
all the remaining 20 per cent.

Washington, Jan. 8.— President Taft 
caused the announcement to be made, 
after a cabinet meeting lasting nearly 
four hours, which ended just before

o’clock 
last 
night, 
that 
he 
had 
directed Secretary of Agriculture W il­ 
son to dismiss Gifford Pinchot from 
the office of forester of the agriculture 
department. 
Later ou it was made 
known that Secretary Wilson, in ac­ 
cordance with a decision of the presi­ 
dent and the cabinet, had also dis­ 
missed Overton W . Price, associate 
forester and Mr. Pinchot’s chiqf assist­ 
ant, and Alexander C. Shaw, assistant 
law officer of the forest service. 
The action of the president on the 
eve of the congressionnal investiga­ 
tion into the allegations and insinua­ 
tions against Secretary of the Interior 


the senate, the president and Attorney 
General Wlckersham were strongly of 
the opinion that Mr. Pinchot and his 
associates in the forest service should 
be dismissed without delay. 
However 
It was determined that the matter was 
too important to be disoosed of until 
the 
fullest consideration 
had 
been 
given to it, and accordingly action was 
deferred until the president could ob­ 
tain the counsel of other members of 
the cabinet. 
In view of his advisers confirming 
the first view taken by the president, 
It is declared that there w’as a unani­ 
mous decision that Mr. Pinchot had 
trespassed so far beyond the bounds of 
propriety that his dismissal was nec­ 
essary and should be ordered without 
regard to any political effect it might 
have on the Taft administration. 
As 
for Mr. Price and Mr. Shaw, no doubt 
prevailed from the outset that by their 
own confession they deserved no con­ 
sideration whatever.
